HAIFA — Israel’s Arabs are 
hailing the victory of the Jew- 
ish army’s conquest of Gaza, 
but one of their reasons would 
be difficult to guess. 

The biggest rooters for Is- 
rael’s victory over the Arabs 
are the 40,000 bachelors, who 
know that 35,000 marriageable 
Arab women are now in the 
Gaza Strip. 

Although there are adequate 
Arab women of marriageable 
age in Israel, the bachelors are 
unable to afford the high price 
they must pay under the Mos- 
lem custom which dictates that 
the male purchase his wife. 


EVEN THE GAZA women 
Will have to be purchased, but 
their appearance on the market 


is expected to devalue the pres- 
ent high prices demanded. 

“It is not exactly true that 
our religion demands cash pay- 
ments for women,” Aziz Salim,

The competition provided by 
the Gaza women is bound to 
push down the prices all over 
the country. Which is why all 
Arab bachelors in Israel, starved 
for women all these years, can- 
not but feel enthusiastic about 
Israel’s great victory.

NEW YORK (NJP)—Review-

Nasser stronger than 
ever, the Suez Canal in purely 
Egyptian hands, the campaigns 
against the French in North 
Africa and the attacks on Is- 
rael resumed, with, ontop of 
it all, the Russians deeply en- 
trenched in the Middle East as 
the great. champions of the 
Egyptians and Arabs — if this 
is to be the result, will the 
United States policy nave proved 
wise?”

The huge store of Soviet arms 
that Israeli forces seized in their 
victorious campaign to win the 
Sinai Peninsula have convinced 
observers that Egypt was build- 
ing up for an attack on Israel, 

CAPTURED documents _indi- 
cate that the attack was to have 
been launched next April. 

Much of Egypt’s military po- 
tential was smashed by the Is- 
raeli operation. About $50 mil- 
lion worth of war materiel fell ~ 
into Israeli hands, including 100 
tanks, most of them made in 
Russia. In addition, Israeli forces 
seized 600,000 gallons of gaso- 
line, 1,000 vehicles of all descrin- 
tions, 100 Bren gun carriers, 200 
artillery pieces of Soviet design, 
radar installations and _ other 
minor weapons. The Egyptian 
casualties are estimated at 3,000 
dead and 4,000 captured. Israel’s 
losses were 150 dead, 20 “miss- 
ing. 

AMONG THE captured were 
14 Soviet officers and _ soldiers, 
believed to be technicians who 
trained the Egyptians in the use 
of mechanizeg arms. 

The renewed outburst of fed- 
ayeen raids, which has cost the 
lives of several Israelis in the 
past week, not to mention nu- 
merous wounded and costly dam- 
age to property, is worrying Is- 
rael, 

Among interpretations of this 
move, one is that Nasser has 
urged his allies to take up where 
he left off with a continual har- 
assment of Israel. The point here 
is that the Arabs may be hoping 
that Israel will be pressed to 
attack Jordan and Syria, thus 
ealling down the wrath of the 
UN ang possible Soviet interven- 
tion. 

ANOTHER interpretation is 
that Russia still intends to move 
her volunteers into the Near 
East and needs a suitable pre- 
text, 

The one nation solidly on the 
side of Israel at present is 
France, Premier Guy Mollet, de- 
claring that the British-French 
military intervention in Egypt 
had revealed a “Soviet intrusion 
in the Middle Easty’ referred to 
Israel’s armed forces as the sol- 
diers of “that marvelous little 
nation, Israel . . .”

TORONTO (NJP)—With 400 
Boy Scouts participating, Con- 
gregation Beth Sholom here 
held a memorial service . for 
Edgar C. Reason, a non-Jew. 

Known as the “Chief,” Rea- 
son, 62, had led the first Jewish 
Scout troop in the city, which 
he organized in 1921. He had 
been assigned to get the troop 
under way in a three-week pe- 
riod. He stayed for 35 years 
and saw the one troop expand 
into four and six Cub packs, 
totaling more than 40€ Jewish 
boys in all. 

Reason also was director of 
the Camp Tamarack, where 
4,000.

The Scouts marched to the

were all Jewish.

Moroccan Jews March 


To Back Government 

RABAT—Dr. Leon Benza- 
quem has retained his cab- 
inet post in the reshuffled 
government following’ the 
crisis precipitated by French 
arrest of five Algerian Na- 
tionalist leaders aboard a 
plane. 

In the violence which took 
place as a result of the pro- 
test against the French ac- 
tion, no Jews were injured, 
probably for the first time 
in the history of such out- 
breaks. 

The Jewish community 
joined in the protest official- 
ly, with a large demonstra- 
tion numbering 6,000 Jews 
marching through the 
streets of Casablanca to 
show their unity with the 
highly nationalistic Istiqlal 
party. A protest signed by 
80,000 Jews was later dis- 
patched to France. 





Port Said Jews Moved 
By Egyptian Police 
LONDON (WNS) —No trace 
has been found of the 25 Jewish 
men, women and children who 
were rounded up by Egyptian 
police in Port Said. There were 
altogether about 30 Jewish fam- 
ilies in that city. Most Jews in 
Port Said, and in Egypt as well, 
would like to go to Israel, ac- 


cording to newspaper corres- 


pondents covering the Suez 
crisis in Egypt.

Schools Jewish, 
Survey Shows 


WASHINGTON (NJP)—Almost one out of every four stu- 
dents enrolled in the “prestige” Ivy League schools is Jewish, a 
survey made by Dr. Maurice Jacobs, chairman of the vocational 


service of B'nai B'rith, reveals. 


The enrollment is a jump from 15 to 22.9 per cent over the 


past 10 years,

Jacobs institutions of 
higher learning. 
The survey also revealed a 


drop over the past decade in 
the percentage of Jews attend- 
ing college. The percentage de- 
crease is from 9 to 7.5 per 
cent, but the total enrollment 
figure remained practically sta- 
tionary at 200,000. This seeming 
paradox is accounted for in the 
rise of the college population of 
the United Statc~ and Canada 
from 2.1 million to 2.7 million. 

He es*’ ated that 62 of every 
100 “college age’”’ Jewish persons 
in North America are matriculat- 
ing at institutions of higher 
learning, compared with the non- 
Jewish ratio of 27 out of 100. 
“College age” was defined in the 
study as the 18 to 21-year brack- 
et. Dr. Jacobs made public the 
census statistics in a report to 
the 113th annual meeting of 
B’nai B'rith. 

He interpreted the results as 
“an indication that the Jewish 
college population may have 
reached its near-saturation point 
a decade or more ago,” and pre- 
dicted “a continued increase in 
in the percentage of college stu- 
denis from the general popula- 
tion and very little increase in 
the percentage of Jewish yovth 
in college.” Dr. Jacobs attributed 
the growth in the number of Jew- 
ish students at Ivy League 
schools to “a mere liberal ad- 
missions policy on the part of 
privately-controlled men’s and 
women’s liberal arts colleges in 
the East.” He based this con- 
clusion on “substantial  in- 
creases” in Jewish enrollment 
in New England, the Middle At- 
lantic area and the Pacific Coast. 


WHILE COLLEGES in the 
Northeast, including those lo- 
cated in New York City, ac- 
count for 85 per cent of all Jew- 
ish men students and 98 per 
cent of Jewish women students, 
the study noted a steady decline 
in Jewish enrollments for New 
York City colleges over the past 
20 years. The percentage figure 
dropped from 53 in 1936 to 50 
in 1946, to 38 for the past school 
year. 

“This seems to reflect an in- 
creasing interest of Jewish youth 
in going to college away from 








home, and their greater accept- 
ance by institutions outside of 
New York City,” Dr. Jacobs said. 
“Another important factor is the 
greater ability of Jewish par- 
ents today, compared with 20 
years ago, to subsidize college 
education away from home.” 


THE STUDY found Jewish 
students registered in 903 col- 
leges, more than half of the ac- 
credited schools in. North Amer- 
ica, However, the vast majority 
are concentrated in 102 schools 
—those with 250 or more Jew- 
ish students, 

B’nai B’rith sponsors the de- 
cennial census, Dr. Jacobs said, 
as a method of acquiring basic 
data to guide its vocational sery- 
ice and Hillel programs. Voca- 
tional service conducts career 
guidance for youth, counseling 
with more than 200,000 persons 
each year through clinics and 
individual case work.

COHEN SAID that the “gen- 
eral climate appears to be as 
hostile to anti-Semitic vandal- 
ism, violence and defamation as 
it has been for the past several 
years.”

'as an element in the southern 
white citizens councils and the 
inerease in Arab propaganda 
aimed at provoking “divisiveness 
and religious hostility among 
Americans.” 

The Women’s League voted to 
undertake to raise $500,000 to 
construct a dormitory for wom- 
en students at the Teachers In- 
stitute of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America. 


IN A SESSION devoted to 
youth matters, Rabbi Manuel 
Saltzman, chairman of the Unit- 
eq Synagogue’s national youth 
commission, expressed concern 
over the increase in teen-age 
delinquent gangs which offered 
a sense of belonging and a code 
of life that could not be ignored. 

“They point up to us that the 
teen-ager wants to live in a 
group which will fill his need 
for belonging, will provide him 
with a code of life, and will 
evoke from him deep devotion 
and consecration,” Rabbi Saltz- 
man said.

@ After the capture of the Egyptian destroyer, 
Ibrahim el Awal, some wise-guy posted the fol- 
lowing announcement in the offices of the Israel 
Immigration and Naturalization Services in Haifa 
Harbor: 

Aitention! Two hundred and fifty new 
immigrants arrived today from Egypt. These 
immigrants want to invest in the Israel Navy, 
for they brought their own ship with them, 
handing it over to the naval authorities. 

The following day another joker posted this 
announcement next to the first one:

ADDITIONAL 
BOOK REVIEW 


THE PROPHETS, by Julius A. 
Bewer, $5.95 (Harper). 


The first of Harper’s Anno- 
tated Bible series has gathered 
all of Prof. Bewer’s separate 
books on the Prophets and 
Daniel into one splendiq bound 
volume. 

For a number of reasons the 
collection, though it hews_ to 
the King James version, will 
prove unexceptionable to most 
Jewish readers, For where 
Christian doctrine is mentioned, 
there is no insistence that it 
was prognosticated by the Old 
Testament writings, but only 
factual reference to the use 
made of certain Old Testament 
ideas by apocalyptists and 
church fathers. 

As to the most controversial 
passages in Isaiah, Bewer’s 
notes allow for the true mean- 
ing of almah _ (mistranslated 
“virgin”), and of the Servant 
of God (Israel). 

The prophets are presented 
chronologically, with a tripar- 
tite Isaiah. The introductions 
possess the brilliance and clar- 
ity for which this departed 
scholar was famed. But it is 
mainly in the copious footnotes 
that the writer shows his wide 
scholarship. So thorough and 
enlightening are these that we 
may well denote Bewer the 
great and unforgettable Chris- 
tian Rashi.

IN ISRAEL CIVIL SERVICE

Aimed At Pleasing The Entire Family! 


Non-Kosher Israel Seafood 
May Become Big Business

IFA—An American Jewish marine scientist who has spent the last few years in Israel ad- 
vising fishermen has declared that one of Israel’s greatest opportunities to become self-support- 
ing is the development of a non-kosher seafood industry. 

The Jewish state, said Dr. Perlmutter, on leave of absence from New York University during 
the time he has been in Israel, is hardly aware of the income available in its own coastal waters. 


Israel’s coast abounds in ex- 
cellent snails, crabs, crayfish, 
octopi, shrimp and lobsters, all 
of which are of no use in Israel 
as they are not kosher, and no 
one wil eat them, but can be 
sold, declared Perlmutter. 


UNDER PERLMUTTER’S di- 
rection, local factories already 
have begun canning shrimp, 
lobsters and crabs and export- 
ing them to the United States 
and Britain, where they were an 
immediate hit. Wholesalers 
asked for more, and Israel’s can- 
ning industry is now. giving top 
priority to the sea food, which 
is being canned according to 
American specifications. It is 
estimated that by 1957, income 
from these non-kKosher exports 
will top all income from kosher 
fish canned and Sold in Israel. 

Dr. Perlmutter also encour- 
ages canning of such non-kosher 
fish as eels and catfish, of the 
Huleh lake and marshes. No 
one eats them in Israel, except 
some kibbutzniks and customers 
at non-kosher Hule area res- 
taurants, but a good market is 
waiting for them in the United 
States, he said. 


ANOTHER IDEA of Dr. Perl- 
mutter’s is to start an artificial 
pearl industry. 

Japan is so far the only coun- 
try in the world which makes 
and sells artificial pearls, but 
Dr. Perlmutter (Mother-of- 
Pearl) is true to-his name and 
has advised the Israeli govern- 
ment to invite a group of Jap- 
anese pearl-breeding experts to 
start an artificial pearl indus- 
try in Haifa Bay. 

Dr. Perlmutter’s exictement 
over pearls in Israel followed his 
sensational] find of a genuine 
natural pear] in Haifa Bay. Al- 
though not enough natural pearls 
can be found here to warrant 
large-scale pearl diving, Haifa 
Bay is so far the only place in 
the Mediterranean where a live 
‘pearl has beeh found, which 
proves, according to the expert, 
that artificial pearls can be nur- 
tured there. 

The pearl that was found Dr. 
Perlmutter took with him to the 
United States, to show his col- 
leagues and some top Japanese 
experts. 


AS TO DEEP SEA (fishing, 
Dr, Perlmutter suggests either 
short-range fishing for sardines 
just off Israel’s coasts or long- 
range fishing off Italy and West- 
ern Africa. 

Medium-range fishing off 
Turkey and Cyprus is too ex- 
pensive and the profits are too 
low ‘to make it a black-ink deal. 
Moreover, the Turks do not like 
Israelis in their fishing waters 
and grab the Israeli boats as 
soon as they near the Turkish 
waters, even if they are still out- 
side the territorial waters limit. 
Fishing off. the Syrian, Lebanese 
and Egyptian coasts is out of 
question for obvious reasons, 

The only hope for deep sea 





fishing development, therefore, 
is to get bigger boats and to 
sail for the Western Mediterra- 
nean ang Atlantic for two-to- 
three month periods, selling the 
frozen catches in European ports 
ang bringing the rest to Israel 
in refrigerated holds. 


CONCERNING inland fishing, 
Dr. Perlmutter proposes more 
concentration on Lake Kinneret 
fish, Lake Huleh kosher kinds 
of fish and stocking the inland 
fish ponds with Arab fish known 
as bore. The bore and the fat 
carp now in the ponds do not get 
in each other’s way and by keep- 
ing two varieties of fish in the 
ponds their yield can be dou- 
bled. 

A fifth, and last, proposal by 


Dr. Perlmutter concerns artifi- 
cial sponge breeding on _ the 
rocks along Israel’s coast and 
in Eilat. 

There is a great demand for 
sponges, said Perlmutter, and, 
with-some effort, enough could 
be planted on the rocks off Is- 
rael’s coast and nurtured annu- 
ally to give several hundred 
sponge breeders a minimum in- 
come of $7,500 a year. 


DR. PERLMUTTER recently 
left for home, but he promised 
to return next year and carry 
on his research. In the mean- 
time, he pressed, development 


along the lines he has suggested 
should be undertaken as quickly 
as possible.

‘Ten Commandments’ Majestic 
Before Intermission, Then 
Turns Into Pure Western

The first two hours of Ceci] B. DeMille’s “The Ten Com- 
mandments” are reverently acted, discriminately handled, and 


conveyed an impression of the majesty of the times. 


much as anyone can reasonably 


It is as 
ask of a story made to satisfy 


all people, and yet recover its millions of dollars. 


The hour and 39 minutes fol- 
lowing an intermission is pure 
Western, with circus, soap op- 
era and Houdini cited’ liberally 
by chapter and verse. The Five 
Books of Mos- 
es are played 
as if they were 
the chronicles 
of “Riders of 
the Purple 
. Sage.” All the 
hallowed mir- 
acles are set 
forth — the 
burning bush 
(which seems 
to be neither a bush, nor to 
burn); the voice of God, which, 
since it resembles the voice of 
man, plunges the film to man’s 
level; the inscribing of the Com- 
mandments, ia a display remark- 
ably electronic; columns of fire

bespeaking the presence of the 
Almighty; the water running 
with blood, the plagues of hail 
and fire, and of course, the most 
spectacular spectacle of all—the 
sea parting to permit the cross- 
ing of the Hebrews from Egypt. 
So lavish and redundant are the 
sights that the succession of 
them gets to be unubelievable 
after a while. 


NOT ONLY is cinematography 
liberally hocused; but the whole 
story treatment lapses into old- 
fashioned blood-and-thunder, in- 
terlarded with the abrupt flash- 
back technique of silent films 
(e.g., “While back at the ranch 

. 1’). We doubt the wisdom of 
film entertainment of any such 
length, even though the second 


half of this .one seemed in a 
rush to get finished. 

There were, in the second por- 
tion, numberless blatant ang ob- 
vious touches that took one back 
to the early days of the silent 
screen when, we need hardly 
say, practices were as different 
from today.as hell is from heav- 
en. The 75-year-old DeMille’s 
affection for, or bondage to, the 
old days is perhaps inescapable. 
Those of you who remember the 
movie orgies of pre-talkie days 
will feel right at home in one 
of the closing scenes of Bach- 
analian delight, and in the flat 
retelling of the surging story. 


THERE ARE other qualities 
some audiences may cavil at. A 
friend remarked to us that the 
musie, for instance, ought to 
have embodied a few recogniza- 
bly Hebrew melodies, and upon 
reflection we are somewhat in- 
clined to agree. The score is 
loud, undistinguished and Holly- 
woodish to a fault, ang as sur- 
face in nature as the picture is. 
The forces of good and the 
forces of evil are oversimplified.

Their Army Invincible

terror against it from a neigh- 
boring state? Would there have 
been even a moment of hesita- 
tion in Washington if Mexico, 
for example, hag carried on an 
anti-American campaign of far 
less proportions than that which 
Israel has endured? 

Yet Washington and London 
have smugly urged patience. 
After all, it’s only a few more 
Israelis who are being killed, 
only Israeli economy which is 
being disrupted, 

The great wonder in the Mid- 
dle East is not that Israel is re- 
acting, but that it has taken 
so long. Such hesitation has in 
many quarters been taken for 
weakness—and in internationa} 
politics weakness is inevitably 
and forever an invitation to ag- 
gression. 


THERE IS in Israel today an 
utter lack of fear or panic. 
One might almost expect 


i jumpy nerves, and be prepared 


to justify short tempers on the 
part of men and women who 
are involved in perilous events. 
The contrary is the case. Peo- 
Ple seem infinitely more patient 
and kind and _ understanding. 
There is occasional attempt at 
jocular comment on the situa- 
tion, but nobody is really trying 
to be funny. Tension can not 
be constant. Folks are serious 
but not sad-faced. 

This much must be told and 
should be emphasized, Encour- 
aging to behold here in Israel is 
the faith—the great, unwaver- 
ing, unshaken, implicit confi- 
dence which the man in _ the 
street has—in the invincibility 
of the Israel] Army. It is ac- 
cepted almost as a maiter of 
course that if miracles are nec- 
essary the army is cabable of 
these too, 


People understand that war 
means bloodsheq and_ great 
losses, but not for a moment 


does anyone here question what 
the ultimate results will be. The 
Israel army simply can not lose. 

This does not mean that there 
is overconfidence. The faith re- 
sults from knowledge of the 
organization, the preparation, 
the precaution, and the train- 
ing of the army. Nothing has 
been left to chance. The effi- 
ciency of the army is something 
to conjure with.: 

Would that all of Israel's in- 
dustry operated at the same de- 
gree of efficiency. 

2 

WOULD, TOO, that Ameri- 
can Jews could share this same 
confidence. From afar you read 
the headlines, and you get dis- 
torted pictures of what is hap- 
pening, of what we are doing. 

A year ago it was part of 
Israel’s public relations policy 
to proclaim our weakness to the 
world. This government appar: 
ently thought at the time that 
by contrasting Arab strength to 


our relative impotence we 
would succeed in obtaining 
more support from __ friends 
abroad. 


The aid was not forthcoming, 
but the evil effects of that pol- 
icy have lingered. Even oul 
closest allies still have to be 
convinced that Israel is in real- 
ity strong—well armed, well or- 
ganized, and with high morale 
- Ask any tourist who has been 
here recently, and he can attest 
to these facts, at least to the

TODAY, Mac Kinsbruner is 
resident manager of the Con- 
cord hotel .at Kiamesha Lake, 
N.Y, At 46, he’s not the agile 
slippery basketball trickster of 
his college and _ professional 
days, but his job provides him 
with the facilities to keep in 
trim by golfing, swimming and 
shooting an occasional basket 
on the hotel’s outdoor courts. 

Ang it doesn’t keep him from 
seeing basket games. In fact, 
he’ll travel hundreds of miles 
to attend one. 

Aye, there’s the rub. In his 
peregrinations he’s had _ plenty 
of opportunity to compare the 
basketball of today to that of 
his time—and he prefers that 
of the present. 


His son, Jay, starred as a 
senior last season with the 
South Fallsburg (N.Y.) high 


team. Seeing Jay play served 
to underline the changes in bas- 
ketball since Mac’s time. 


WHEN I WAS at New 
Utrecht high in Brooklyn, a 
good, steady two-handeg_ set 
shooter usually was the team’s 
big scorer. Today, everyone is 
Shooting with one hand—and 
everyone is a scorer... those 
are the shots that Jay and other 
boys are taking—and making.” 

Not only has the technique 
of the game changed radically 
since Mac’s day, but so have 
the men playing, especially as 
to size, the old pro points out. 

The tallest man on the St. 
John’s Wonder Five was Matty 
Begovich, 6 feet 4 inches, just 
average by today’s standards. 
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Max Posnak was 6 feet 1 inch, 
and Mac, Rip Gerson and Allie 
Schuckman were 5 _ feet 9 
inches, a size which would call 
for a handicap on modern 
courts. : 

Today’s high scoring, Mac 
feels, is due to the more dar- 
ing and accurate shooting of 
modern players, rather than a 
decline in defensive skill. 


HE SHOULD know some- 
thing about defense. In 1931 the 
St. John’s Wonder Five held 
City College of New York to 
one field goal and five penalty 
shots to win, 19 to 7. 

But that’s history, Mac seems 


to think. He prefers today’s 
faster, more exciting style of 
play. 


Not that ne doesn’t believe 
there isn’t room for improve- 
ment. 

There’s still too much fouling 
and the zone defense shoulg be 
outlawed. But I’m sure the rule 
makers will take care of these 
items soon.” 

It may’ be that this small, 
somewhat begrudged note of 
criticism will sway to misguid- 


> ed clemency the more butter- 


hearted members of the Associ- 
ation for the Perpetuation of 
the Myth That Sports anq Ath- 
letes In the Good Old Days 
Were Infinitely Superior. 

It shouldn’t. Mac Kinsbruner 
stands censured out of his own 
mouth:

Rabbi Would Have B'nai B'rith 


Shun Jewish Education Work 


CLAIMS JEWS OF TODAY 


By JEANETTE HERSCHAFT 
National Jewish POST Correspondent 

NEW YORK — The position 
that B’nai B'rith should devote 
itself to service alone and leave 
teaching of Jewish values to the 
synagogue was taken by Rabbi 
Arthur Gilbert in a panel dis- 
cussion here before the B'nai 
Brith Metropolitan All-Day con- 
ference. 

Rabbi Gilbert, who is director 
of the department of inter-reli- 
gious cooperation of the Anti- 
Defamation League, was op- 
posed by Rabbi Harold Weiss- 
berg, who recently resigned as 
director of adult education for 
B’nai Brith, and is now dean of 
men students at Brandeis U. 

A third member of the panel, 
Rabbi Saul Kraft, Hillel director 
at Queen’s college, supported 
Rabbi Weissberg’s contention 
that B’nai B’rith needed to pro- 
mote Jewish values in order to 
be a Jewish agency. 


WEISSBERG made it clear 
that most peoples share the same 
ethical values, but that the duty 
of a Jewish organization was to 
promote Jewish aspects of such 
values. 

Rabbi Gilbert maintaineg that 
good programs and activity need 
no set of values. One does not 
measure Jewishness by knowl- 
edge but by. feeling, he said. 

“Adult education,’ he contin- 
ued, “is not unique for B’nai 
Brith. Service is more impor- 
tant, It’s a vehicle that cuts 
across all religious lines. It’s 
clear that an organization as 
ours must recognize its limita- 
tions.” 


GILBERT IMPLIED that in- 
jecting Jewish values might 
drive away those who have no 
religious affiliation or feeling 
and that primarily an organiza- 
tion should keep itself wide 
open, leaving Judaism to the 
houses of worship.

At home, he specifically men- 
tioned integration as a frontier 
we must all help to push for. 
ward. 

There are spiritual frontiers 
to be moved, he said, and our 
people must respond affirma- 
tively and actively no matter in

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HANDICAP TO ACTION 


If it is true that generally the leadership of the United 
States Jewish community has taken a stand solidly with 
Israel in the present eruption in the Near East, how did 
the average Jew react? Was he panicky and fearful? 

We’re honest to say we don’t know. 

Within 48 hours after Israel had marched into Egypt, 
the Presidents’ Council was in session in New York. 
This group of the presidents of our national Jewish organi- 
zations proved its worth in that very act. For had there 
not been such a council, in which incidentally all major 
national Jewish men’s organizations except the American 
Jewish Committee are represented, weeks and even 
months might have been consumed in convening top Jew- 
ish leaders to an emergency meeting. 

The statement issued by the Presidents’ Council, when 
transmitted to other Jewish organizations and leaders, 
must have played a part in strengthening the will of the 
United States Jewish community to support Israel in this 
hour of trial. 

But because there is hardly any means of communi- 
cations in the United States Jewish community—there is 
no radio, no TV, no publications which reach United States 
- Jewry in the mass—the statement that came out of the 
meeting of the Presidents’ Council and the words of en- 
couragement that emanated from the Jewish press could 
not reach the average United States Jew. This average 
United States Jew, conservatively 75 per cent of the total, 
does not read the Jewish press, nor attend services, from 
either of which conceivably he might have gotten some 
answers for his inevitable fears. 

This being true, then the United States Jewish com- 
munity operates at a great handicap both from the stand- 
point of developing and expediting its long-range program 
and from the standpoint of marshalling its strength quickly 
in a moment of crisis. 


RABBI BAECK AS A LEGEND 


The Diary of Ann Frank—not the play—will be im- 
perishable because through the life of one person it re- 
veals the enormity of what Hitler and the Nazis did. There 
is hardly any other way to portray a holocaust like this, 
for pretty soon figures become almost meaningless and the 
incisive emotional impact is lost as the death toll mounts 
into the millions. 

The life of Rabbi Leo Baeck, who died last week at 
the age of 83, achieves the same effect for the same rea- 
son. His work in Hitler Germany and the concentration 
camps have made him a legendary figure. 

Here are a few sentences from a B’nai B’rith news 
release, which will refresh your knowledge of this saintly 
rabbi: ° 


The death of Dr. Leo Baeck ends an imperishable 
story of Jewish heroism. 

The one-time Chief Rabbi of Berlin, who died last 
week in a London hospital, will be remembered as a 
champion of German Jewry who openly defied Hitler— 
and who calmly turned his back on all offers of escape. 

He refused to leave his people. 

Instead, he suffered the tortures of Nazi imprison- 
ment. He survived by a near miracle. 

He remained as president (of B’nai Brith) until 1937 
—when storm troopers marched into B’nai B’rith head- 
quarters in Berlin, seized its property and arrested its 
leaders. : 

He‘ lost two brothers and four sisters in the totali- 
tarian fury. Five times he was arrested, then released, 
by the Gestapo. Finally, in 1943, he was deported to 
Theresienstadt, a concentration camp in Czechoslovakia, 
Here he was a pillar of strength and serenity to the ter- 
rified inmates—many of whom he saw being taken away 
to their final destruction in the gas chamber. 

Dr. Baeck himself was ordered to be executed. But 
through error, another rabbi with a similar name was 
removed to the gas chamber, 


REMOVE DEAN WRIGHT - 


It isn’t necessary to label Assistant Dean of the For- 
eign Institute of the State Department Edwin Wright an 
anti-Semite to ask that he be removed from his position. 

Whether his speech in Rev. Elson’s church (NJP, Nov. 
9, 1956) was official or not, anyone as ignorant as Dean 
Wright about Judaism, not to mention Orthodoxy, has no 
place in an official capacity of our government. 

According to the report by Lillian Levy, The POST’S 
energetic Washington correspondent, Dean Wright asserted 
that the Jewish religion doesn’t allow people to think, so 
the Jews accept the dictates of our leaders on faith. 

There are, no doubt, many Jewish leaders who wish 
it were true that Jews accepted the wishes of the Jewish 
leadership, and we know at least one Jew who must think 
that Judaism doesn’t allow people to think, but anyone 
who’ll parade this kind of balderdash as factual must be 
an ignoramus. And most certainly an ignoramus is out 
of place as the person who briefs our foreign service of- 
ficers and clerical personnel in the State Department, 
meanwhile lecturing all over the United States as the State 
Department’s representative, — 
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The POST has been most happy in the 
people it has gathered about it over the years 
as writers and columnists. 

You can’t beat a combination of column- 
ists and reviewers like Carl Alpert (I Think 
As I Please), Abraham Burstein (Books and 
Religious Items), Helen Cohen (The Wom.- 
en’s Viewpoint), Joe Gale (The Arts and 
Music) Meyer Levin (Book Reviews), Sarah 
Lieber (What Foods These Morsels Be), N.

When business called her husband to New 
York, Mrs. Aronson wrenched herself away 
from a vigorous community life, to start 
anew in the largest Jewish community in 
the world. If that Jewish community does 
not as yet realize that it has received its 
most remarkable addition in years, that is 
because Mrs. Aronson has had to take time 
to get settled. 

But from our standpoint, Mrs. Aronson’s 
column, “The Key To New York,” is the 
phase of her work that we’re interested in 
at present. You who don’t know the city 
will now become acquainted with its Jewish 
byways and Jewish people through the eyes 


of an irresistible person with never-ending 
curiosity who while she’ll be introducing New 
York and its teeming Jewish life to you, will 
herself be exploring it and making it cap. 
tive as she did Chicago.

Will the Esaus and the Ishmaels of our 
world ever be appeased?’ It seems not. 

Israel will have to take recourse in the 
two alternative plans which Jacob first de- 
signed against his brother—prayer and battle. 
He comes to the last with a heavy heart. 

For did he: not abjure 
violence and _ bloodshed -at 
the foot of Sinai in that very 
land where he is now fight- 
ing? Was it not Israel 
which levied an atonement 
shekel upon the soldier en- 
tering battle that he might 
requite his soul for shed- 
ding blood? Is it not our 
tradition that considered 
David unfit to be the builder

of the Temple because his sword had tasted 


human blood? And who but the keeper of 
that “tradition exiled the Maccabees from the 
Holy’ Scripture because they turned the 
sword of defense into the sword of aggres- 
sion? 


HEAVY INDEED is the heart of a peo- 
ple that finds it necessary to violate its own 
sacred moral principle! 

Still, life precedes principle and survival 
demands priority over conscience. 

Judaism has ever been earthy enough 
to recognize that neshama—-soul—is depend- 
ent on guf—body; that the spirit of a people 
must be rooted in soil if it is ever to ascend 
to heaven; that where there is no meal there 
can be no Torah, 

It is necessary to repeat these obvious, 
nay, trite truths; for we are witnessing a 
strange phenomenon among some of our 
well wishers within our own ranks and out- 
side. Israel is not permitted by them to re- 
spond as other people would respond. Jews 
must show more restraint and more patience. 
Jews must turn the other cheek and set the 
highest example of nobility among the na- 
tions. . 


EVEN IF the nations do not respond to 
this example, we are committed unalterably 
by our professions, our character and our 
faith. Even though they slay us, we must 
trust in them. 

These so-called friends would nail us to 
the wall of our perfection, hoist us by the 
petard of those values we have proclaimed, 


In no instance do we have more clearly 
the evidence of confusing Christian for Jew- 
ish ethics, In no instance can we see more 


clearly the fatal unrealism of “liberals” 
whose judgment becomes paralyzed in the 
rare atmosphere of their high principle. Even 
when their stand lands them in the camp 
of the Nassers and the Bulganins, they still 
shake the admonitory finger at the Israeli 
for having succumbed to the vulgar neces: 
sity to counter violence with violence. 


ARNOLD TOYNBEE gave the _ uitimate 
expression of this prudish, perverted piety 
when he opined with Olympian finality that 
greater than the evil of the Nazi murder of 
6 million Jews was. the fact that persecution 
had forced the Jews to stumble into acts of 
aggression against the Arabs! 

The Bible, they tell us, is used by the 
army of Israel for both its prayers and its 
logistics. 

I trust the Israeli to have learned from 
it that unique gift—the mark of Jacob, of 
Moses and of David—the art of knowing 
when to use the Book and when to use the 
sword; when to stand on the ideal and when 
to compromise the ideal in order to extend 
its lease on life.

Hits Movie, Book Reviewers On Aspersions 


® Editor, National Jewish POST: 

Your paper ‘is to be com- 
mended, both for its news cov- 
erage and for the high caliber 
of its columnists. It is all the 
more to be regretted, therefore, 
when some of these columnists 
mar their performances through 
the intrusion of personal prej- 
udices. 

The Nov. 9 issue is a case in 
point. Shimon Wincelberg is 
that rarity: A sensitive movie 
critic with the heart of a poet. 
Without having seen “The Ten 
Commandments,” I will accept 
his verdict on the movie—until 
I have seen it. Even then, I 
imagine I will side with him. 

But critical acumen gives way 
to prejudice when he states 
that the poorness of the movie, 
its inconsistency, and its far- 
fetcheq Biblical interpretations 


are “certain to make it receive 
the enthusiastic support of our 
Reform ministers, to whose con- 
gregants it will prove what they 
have been preaching al] along 
—that you can’t possibly take 
the Torah literally or seri- 
ously.’ ‘ 

Apart from suggesting to 
Shimon that he take a _ basic 
course in Bible from the books 
of Reform rabbis like Rabbi 
Freehof, it makes me wondei 
whether your critic has added 
the element of prophecy to his 
critical acumen. I’m always hap- 
py to have him discuss Judaism 
with me. I do regret ill tem- 
pered asides in a movie review. 

Then there is Burstein’s has- 
ty review of “Great Ages and 
Ideas of the Jewish People.” He 
is right in calling it “the sagest 
of recent Jewish histories.” He 


is wrong on spenuing much of

In the Oct. 19 issue of The 
National Jewish POST, Ben 
Gallob made two statements 
which are likely to leave a 
wrong impression on_ those 
readers who have not read the 
discussion in our publication on 
the resignation of Rabbi Reich- 
ert.

Organizations. 

_Hilborn told the school board 
that “this generation, and gen- 
erations yet unborn, owe a debt 
to their fathers and forefathers, 
all of whom came to this coun- 
try as immigrants.” 

HE ADDED that the project 
is headed nationally by Pierre 
DuPont III and David MacDon- 
ald, United Steelworkers presi- 
dent, and is endorsed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower,

the board. They turned it down, 
with only Mrs. Georgianna Har- 
dy, steadfast champion of de- 
cency and democracy on” the 
board, dissenting.
